Chicago, May 12.—Death penalties 
will la* sought by prosecutors of Chi­ 
cago labor lenders, alleged instigators 
of the reign of terrorism. 
The anion chiefs will he prosecuted 
on charges of Inciting to riot and pun­ 
ishment by hanging will he asked. 
Indictments charging murder of two 
Chicago policemen were voted against 
eight of the labor leaders by the grand 
jury called in a special session last 
night. 
Among those named were: 
’’Big Tim" Murphy, head of the gas 
workers union, and the power "behind 
the Chicago Building Trades council.”
